Lille. ‘The afternoon statement read: 


On the 16th inst., despite the storm, 
Belgian, British, and French troops 
continued their attacks between Dix- 
mude and the Lys River. 

Brilliant assaults over a front. of 
thirty-one miles enabled them to ad- 
Vance an average depth of over three 
and a half miles. The Belgians 
crossed the Yser River north of Dix- 
mude and occupied Schoorbeeke. The 
British crossed the Lys, pushing be- 
yond Menin to a depth of several kilo- 
meters.on the right bank. 

Thourout was captured by the Bel- 
gians.

He was giving in eloquent profanity 
his opinion of things in general. He 
looked as if the Kaiser could make 
very good peace terms with him at that 
moment, and I thought I would ask 
him abou it. 

“When will the war be over?’’ I 
inquired. 

‘“*T’'m a sight more interested in 
when the rain will be over,’ was his 
reply. ‘* This dlank blank mud and 


\ this: blankety blank rain would take 


the heart out of a brass *monkey. 
Sunny France may seem all right in 
books, but just the same I wish they’d 
transfer this war to the Desert of Sa- 
hara or some place where the sun 
shines, arryhow, once a month.

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A PAPER DEMOCRACY. 

With their pretense of constitutional 
amendments the Germans are setting 
up a democracy on paper to deceive 
the Allies. Article 11 of the Constitu- 
tion of the German Empire reads as 
fellows: 

The King of Prussia shall be the 
President of the Confederation, and 
shall bear the title German Emperor. 
The Emperor shall represent the Em- 
pire in international affairs, shall de- 
clare war and conclude peace in the 
mame of the Empire, enter into alli- 
ances and other treaties with foreign 
States, accredit and receive Ambassa-~ 
dors. 

The sanction of the Bundesrat is 
mecessary for the declaration of war 
in the name of the Empire, except 
when an attack is made on the terri- 
tery of the Confederation or its coasts. 

In so far as the treaties with foreign 
countries relate to such matters as, 
, according to Article 4, come within the 
scope of the imperial Iegislation, the 
approval of the Bundesrat shall be re- 
quired for their ratification and the 
consent of the Reichstag to make them 
effective. 

The Bundesrat, to oblige the Presi- 
dent of the Confederation and hood- 
wink the enemy democracies, has con- 
’ sented to this amendment of Article 
11; ‘The consent of the Federal 
** Council: and the Reichstag is re- 
** quired for a declaration of war in 
** the Empire’s name, except in a case 
** where imperial territory has already 
** peen invaded or its coasts attacked.’’ 
Paragraph 3 is amended to read: 

Treaties of peace and treaties with 
fereign States which deal with affairs 
agming under the competence of the 
imperial law-giving bodies require the 
consent of the Federal Council and the 
Reichstag. : 

These amendments are only springes 
te catch woodcocks. What does the 
consent of the Reichstag amount to? 
What does the Reichstag amount to? 
It is simply ornamental and super- 
mumerary. It no more represents the 
German people, provided a German 
people capable of independent political 
thought and action exists, than the 
unreformed House of Commons in the 
prime of Old Sarum represented the 
people of England. The distribution 
of seats is grossly unequal. The great 
industrial communities, the cities that 
have grown or sprung up so marvel- 
ously in the last forty years, have 
scandalously too few seats. The pres- 
ent Reichstag, elected in 1912, sup- 
ported the declaration of war, sup- 
perted the war steadily, supported the 
German military excesses, carried by 
@ majority of more than a hundred the 
famous peace resolution of July 19, 
1917, yet meekly saw the fall of 
BerHMANN HoLuwec, who tried to 
conform his policy with that of the 
Reichstag. As puppet Chancellor after 
puppet Chancellor has strutted his little 
hour and been withdrawn from the 
stage by the masters of th show, as 
the Reichstag has yelled implacably 
for war or cooed sweetly for peace, ac- 
cording ‘to the military situation and 
the order of those masters, who has 

net seen what an impotent and a 
hypocritical fraud the pretense of 
democratic parliamentary government 
in, Germany is? Call an unimpeachable 
witness, the so-called radical 

Frankfurter Zeitung: 

Can we blame our enemies if they 
regard the Reichstag in Germany as 
an ornament; and conclude 


that we are in reality governed ac- 
éording to the ideas of the eighteenth 


century? 

‘It ts not so much the German 
method of making treaties as the Ger- 
man readiness to break treaties that 
egncerns foreign nations. The ma- 
jerity of the present Reichstag has 
been an accomplice in or indifferent 
speatesor of the four years of Ger- 
wan promise-breaking violations of in- 
ternational law, calculated destruction 
ef competitors, scientific lying, loot, 
and murder.

outworn order; it is not.dilatory mo- 
tions made in behalf of a criminal 
Government that can dupe the free 
nations now on the point of striking 
that criminal down. Free government 
must be won by the people, not dan- 
gled before them and then withdrawn 
by the becrowned and betitled tribe of 
German Bill Sikeses.

But 
the bond is and will continue to be the 
best security in the world. Therefore, 
if through illness or loss of earning 
power you are not able to pay for your 
bond in: full during the coming year, 
you need have no fear that you will be 
unable to get the loan extended at 
some bank until you can pay. . Hold- 
ing the bond, the bank will have abso- 
lute security and’ will be willing to ac- 
commodate you if you show good faith 
by doing your very best to save up to 
complete the payments. . You should 
not only buy bonds, but keep them. 
They are better than money in your 
pocket, for they draw interest; they 





give you credit at any time when you 


may be in need of money, and they 
give you the right to call yourself a 
good American citizen. ‘ 
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THE HOHENZOLLERNS. 

Le Temps of Paris hears that Berlin 
‘**is considering how Emperor WILL- 
‘‘tam can. disappear without. endan- 
** gering the dynasty,’’ and one solu- 
tion under discussion is his abdication 
in favor of his grandson WILLIAM, 
eldest son of the Crown Prince, with 
Prince HENRy, the Emperor's brother, 
as Regent. It is, however, the dy- 
nasty to which the Allies object. The 


| Hohenzollerns have made Europe an 


unpleasant place to live in for over 150 
years, and have lately begun to make 
the whole world an unpleasant place to 
live in. It makes no particular -dif- 
ference which Hohenzollern is on the 
throne, the difficulty of living a 
peaceful’ life is just the same. The 
world desires a peaceful life; therefore 
it wishes the Hohenzollerns to disap- 
pear. © * : 

For this reason, the world would 
have just the same objection to a 
Kaiser 4 years old, or 2, or 6 months, 
that it has to WiLLIAM II. or to the 
Crown Prince. It would not enjoy the 
spectacle of a three-year-old Kaiser 
with any Regent whatever, even if the 
Regent were LigBKNECHT. It wishes 
to see the Hohenzollerns disappear and 
cease troubling the world with even 
the possibility of future trouble. When 
NAPOLEON was crashing down, MET- 
TERNICH asked NESSELRODE, the Czar’s 
representative, what terms his: master 
insisted upon, and NESSELRODE replied: 
‘* The destruction of NAPOLEON and his 
family.’’ He meant, of course, the 
destruction of their power to do any 
more harm. NapPo.eon had troubled 
the peace of the world for about fif- 
teen years, but the MHohenzollerns 
have been troubling it ever since the 
time of FrepericK the Great. In the 
beginning, it is true, they had some 
accomplices, but the latter have all 
fallen off except Turkey and the 
Hapsburgs, whose own people: seem 
bent on doing away with their power 
for harm. 

Therefore ‘* Berlin’’ may as well 
give -up the idea of appeasing the 
Allies by a Kaiserism which continues 
the Hohenzollern tradition. We want 
no youthful Hohenzollerns who will 
grow up to threaten us; we want no 
Hohenzollerns, old, young, or infan- 
tile. If the Kaiser means to abdicate, 
he might better brazen it out and ab- 
dicate in favor of the Crown Prince. 
There would be no hypocrisy about 
that, and it would have just as much 
effect in getting easier terms for Ger- 


many. 
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THE TAKING OF LILLE. 

It was a red-letter day when soldiers 
of the Allies marched into Lille. Ac- 
cording to a dispatch from London, 
this good fortune fell to the British, 
who had fairly earned it. 
capture of Menin and Courtrai, par- 
ticularly the latter, which was a rail- 
way junction of immense importance 
to the Germans because the trunk line 
running through it connected Lille 
with Bruges and Ghent, the great 
French industrial city could not be 
held. The Germans had been in pos- 
séssion of Lille for about four years 
and two months, and they had known 
how to make use of its extraordinarily 
yaluable industrial. equipment. The 
loss of the city is a disaster to them, 
anticipating their expulsion from 
Northeastern France and the greater 
part of Belgium. 

‘Lille is sometimes spoken of as a 
fortified city. It was not. so regarded 
when four divisions of German cav- 
alry and some batteries of horse artil- 
lery, supported by thé German Second 
Corps, swooped down upon it in the 
last. days of August, 1914. The 
French and British armies were then 
in full retreat before overwhelming 
forces. It was written of Lille at the 
time: ‘‘ The forts had been disarmed 
‘*and the neglected earthworks had 
‘*long been overgrown with weeds, 
‘* although in the military geographies 
‘* it was still classed as an intrenched 
**camp of the first rank.’’ The 
French made no attempt to hold Lille. 
With the neighboring manufacturing 
towns of Roubaix and Turcoing, it 
passed into the possession of the 
enemy, a prize so rich that the re- 
linquishment was obviously dictated 
by imperative military reasons. 

British headquarters reports that 
**the Germans on. leaving Lille did 
**not set fire to the buildings nor 
** cause any explosions.’’ May it not 
be supposed that the unusual consid- 


eration shown to Lille was dictated by 


imperative political reasons? The de- 
struction of Lille would probably have 
had the effect. of steeling the Allies 
against the granting of an-armistice to 
the Germans, no matter under what 
conditions they should sue for it. Be- 
sides, the reparation bill is mounting 
up, and’ the enemy’ has lately shown 
some sense of dreading the day of 
reckoning. 

Lille is not only a great industrial 
city, but the market place for a flour- 
ishing agricultural region in normal 
times. The Germans have been har- 
vesting* crops in: the valley of the 
Deile for three years. Nothing shows 
more forcibly the significance of their 
military reverses than the necessity 
of giving up the manufactures. of 
Lille and the fine farming country 
contiguous ‘to it. Without exaggera- 
tion it might be said that the loss of 
Lille means nothing less-than the 
utter defeat of .the Germans, though 
it may be deferred for several months, 
The German flag will never wave over 
Lille again in this war.

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STATE. TAXES ON FEDERAL 
TAXES. 

New York State expects to collect 
for the first time this year $25,000,000 
taxes from 50,000 corporations. This 
corporation income tax is sometimes 
called the first step toward a personal 
income tax in this State, and the ques- 
tions which arise under it, therefore, 
have. interest for persons as well as 
corporations. One broad question is in 
the way of being decided in a manner 
which is declared to be unjust to corpo- 
rations with an aggregate $500,000,000 
capital, and which may result in un- 
desirable litigation. Before that stage 
is‘reached, it would be better that ev- 
ery attempt should be made to come to 
an understanding with the State tax 
authorities for an amicable agreement 
regarding ‘the duplication of Federal 
and State taxes. 

‘The question is whether the Federal 
excess profits taxes should be deducted 
before calculating the New York in- 
come tax. Which Federal law does the 
New York law refer to when it pro- 
vides that the New York taxable in- 
come shall be presumptively the Fed- 
eral taxable income? If it refers to 
the Federal income tax law, there is 
both law and reason in favor of calcu- 
lating the New York tax in the same 
manner as the Federal tax, that is, by 
deduction of the excess profits tax be- 
fore calculating the income tax. But 
if the New York law refers to the Fed- 
eral excess profits tax law, there is a 
possible argument that the deduction 
of the excess profits tax would not be 
allowed in the State. income tax, as it 
is not in the Federal excess profits tax 
law. 

The order of enactment was the 
Federal income tax, the New York in- 
come tax, the [Federal excess profits 
tax. When the State income tax was 
passed in June, it could not have re- 
ferred to the Federal tax, which was 
not passed until October. Moreover, 
the State tax provides for the taxation 
of all corporate incomes according to 
the Federal calculation of the taxable 
income. AS some corporations do not 
Pay excess profits taxes, it follows that 
if the State tax authorities hold to 


their opinion that they, should collect | 


a tax on excess profits, they must 
also hold that corporations are not 
taxable which do not pay an excess 
profits tax. Thus the excess of zeal 
to‘enlarge the State income tax would 
not have full effect, and the net ad- 
vantage to the State might not be 
what is expected. The argument is in 
the friendly stage, and it would be in- 
teresting to hear the State Commis- 
sion’s reply to the argument for many 
corporations by F. W. RICHARDSON, a 
certified accountant. 








TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


Yesterday’s decrease 
in the number of in- 
fluenza cases reported 
would be more encour- 
aging to the hope that 
the epidemic in this city has passed its 
apex if it were not for the fact, ad* 
mitted by Dr. CoPpELAND, that by no 
means all of the cases, perhaps not half 
of them, are reported. That admission 
on its face indicates that the doctors 
are not obeying the requirement of the 
law as to making reports, and might 
inspire an inquiry as to why their neg- 
ligence goes unpunished or unreproved. 
The explanation, however, is not negii- 
gence, but the existence of many cases 
among people who are unable to get 
medical service other than what can 
be provided by their own families or 
neighbors. 

It is physically impossible for the doc- 
tors to respond to all the calls they re- 
ceive, and therein lies not a little of the 
seriousness of the situation, for it in- 
terferes with measures for both preven- 
tion and cure. 

The public, unfortunately, are not do- 
ing all they can to help themselves. 
They should heed the good advice 
that has been given to them. Our 
street cars of. various sorts, for in- 
stance, are crowged with people by ro 
means all of whom are careful to guard 
their mouths while coughing and sneez- 
ing. Yet everybody, by this time, must 
know that failure to take this simple 
precaution is nothing less than criminal. 

There is no necessity, either, to wait 
for official action before general resort 
is made to the wearing of properly 
made and properly used face masks, at 
least in the places where infection is 
most to be feared. But for women to 
trust to the protection of an ordinary 
vell is to make a grave mistake, as such 
veils are useless at best, and may be- 
come distributers of germs instead of

-traps for them. Articles in The Journal 


of the American Medical Association 
have given full information in regard to 
the right construction and use of masks, 
and commend them as about the most 
practical device for restricting the rav- 
ages of what it is not an exaggeration 
to call 2 plague. That is what the in- 
fluenza is, and, while it lacks the hor- 
rors of the plagues of the Middle Ages,. 
it is still sufficiently severe to warrant 
everything except panic.

be, derived from the city’s magnificent 
collections of books. 

Of course New York's’ taxpayers are 
hard pressed. just now by. unavoidable 
expenditures that have been imposed on 
them, in part with the war as a suffi- 
cient reason and in part with the war 
as an excuse for corfscienceless profiteer- 
ing. Many as are the demands upon 
their resources, however, their pockets 
are not so nearly empty that they are 
warranted in demanding either a reduc- 
tion of the library e@ppropriation or that 
it should remain at its present unsatis- 
factory and inadequate level. Only in 
the most desperate of situations—in a 
situation much more desperate than now 
exists—could the city wisely decide to 
treat its public libraries as a non-utility, 
a luxury. They are not quite a neces- 
sary, perhaps, now or ever, but they are 
such valuable possessions that economy 
certainly should be practiced in many 
other directions before it is brought to 
bear on the libraries. 

They are, it should be remembered, 
institutions maintained for, and bene- 
fiting, not the rich, not a few dreaming 
scholars, but a very large fraction, and 
the best fraction, of the general public— 
‘* the people,’’ to use a convenient though 
rather invidious appellation. The 
people,’’ too, have a taste for good 
books. They take out not a few novels 
—and they might easily put their leisure 
to worse use than the reading.of fiction 
—but even more do they demand litera- 
ture of the solider and more directly 
instructive sort. The public libraries 
are public schools, and we cannot af- 
ford, even in wartime, to close them 
or to decrease their efficiency. 


There is something 
particularly abhorrent in 
one of “the German 
atrocities '’ that was de- 
scribed in Mr. Grasty’s 
dispatch to THe Times from Paris, 
printed yesterday, as told to him by a 
French General who spoke, presumably, 
from personal knowledge. He said that 
a@ recent device of the retreating enemy 
was so to arrange dynamite in =the 
clothing of their own dead, left behind 
in the retirement, that when the bodies 
were moved by the allied soldiers de- 
tailed to bury them there would be ex- 
Plosions that blew to pieces the dead 
and living alike. 

No stretch of “ military necessity ’’ 
can cover a crime of that sort. Its mo- 
tive can be nothing except a desire to 
kill; The amount of killing thus to be 
accomplished is of no appreciable ad- 
vantage to the Germans, while to 
slaughter men engaged in the per- 
formance of such a service to fallen 
foes can be pleasing only to minds that 
have nothing in common with civillzed 
humanity. 

It could hardly be the act of the often 
mentioned ‘‘ individual criminal who ex- 
ists in all armies.’’ It would have to be 
done with elaborate care and under or- 
ders given by recognized superiors. The 
responsibility for it, therefore, goes far 
and high—to or close to those who are 
asking for a ‘‘ just peace ’’—a peace that 
will ‘‘ respect the honor and interests of 


the German _people.’’

Deposits of Customers Are Deducted 
from Final Bill.

‘column ‘‘ Topics of the Times,’’ there 


appears an editorial based wholly on 
misinformation .and contrary toa the 
facts. Referring to deposits»made by 
consumers with gas companies in this 
city, this statement is made: ‘' The 
money carries no interest and in many 
cases is never paid.’’ The fact is that 
the money carries 6 per cent. interest, 
&nd in very few cases is the deposit 
never called for, because in every case 
where a consumer having a deposit dis- 
continues the use of gas and notifies 
the company to that effect, the con- 
sumer, in turn, is advised on a regular 
printed form that a deposit was made 
with the company, the balance of which, 
after deducting the consumer’s final bill, 
will be refunded upon demand. , 
Furthermore, the editorial says: 
‘‘There are even cases in which cus- 
tomers are unable to learn whether or 
not the company has a deposit from 
them.’”’ The production of evidence in a 
single case of that kind is challenged. 
The editorial further says: ‘‘ Other cus- 
tomers are even more forgetful of the 
condition of their meter deposit ac- 
count.’’ Even if they are forgetful they 
are invariably, as stated, advised of 
the fact that there is a deposit with 
the company to which they are entitled. 
It may be stated that the customer 
gets a substantially higher rate of in- 
terest on his deposit than he can get in 
a savings bank, and a substantially 
higher rate than the company is able 
to obtain on its bank deposits. For this 
reason the company avoids charging a 
deposit in every case where the con- 
sumer is able to establish his credit. In 


cases where the consumer has estab- 
lished a credit after having become a 
consumer, and paid his deposit, the de- 
posit is refunded, a regular blank form 
being used for the purpose of notifying 
him that the deposit he made as security 
for the payment of his bills will no 
longer be required. .

$1,000,000,000 FOND 
10 REBUILD JEWRY 


Six Million Souls Will Need Help 
to Resume Normal -Life 
When War.Is Ended. 


LOANS WITHOUT INTEREST 


Committee of American Jews Lays 
Plans for the Greatest Humani- 
tarian Task in; History. 

The American people, Jews and non- 
Jews alike, will soon be asked to lend or 
contribute the larger’ part of a‘fund of 
approximately $1,000;000,000 to carry out 
plans for the reconstruction of the Jewry 
of the entire world. Announcement to 
this effect, together with the general 
plan of procedure, was made public last 
night, following a meeting held yester- 
day in the office of Felix M. Warburg 
of Kuhn, Loeb & Co., Chairman of the 
Joint Distribution Committee of the 
American Funds for Jewish War Suf- 

ferers. 

While the appeal will go out to the en- 
tire world, the people of war-ravaged 
Europe, it is believed, will not be in po- 
sition to further the plan financially to 
any large extent, so that the burden will 
fall upon the United States, Canada, and 
perhaps England. 

The money ‘for the project, the largest 
purely humanitarian undertaking in his- 
tory, will not be sought alone through 
contributions, but will embrace loans, 
and will be accepted from non-Jewish as 
well as Jewish sources. The exact date 
and the duration cf the campaign for the 
billion-dollar reconstruction fund was 
not announced, but preliminary work 
has already begun. 

The plan is the result. of months of 
study by the Joint Distribution Com- 


mittee of reports from every country in 
which Jews have been, made to suffer 
through the war, and includes the send- 
ing of commissions 9f. American Jews, 
experts in philanthropy, social service, 
education, and business, to Russia, Ru- 
mania, Poland, Palestine, Serbia, 
Greece, Bulgaria, and other lands as 
soon as the international situation per- 
mits. The work has already been initiat- 
ed in several countries where recent al- 
lied succcésses have made a beginning 
possible. 


6,000,000 Jews Need Help. 

From reports from’ representatives 
abroad it is estimated that of the 9,- 
000,000: to 12,000,000 souls making up the 
Jewish population of the world, exclusive 
of the 3,000,000 Jews in the United 
States, a quarter of the number are 
destitute, starving, and homeless, and 
fully half: will need’ assistance to be- 
come self-supporting again. 5 

Loans without interest will be made 
available to Jews in various parts of 
the world so that business enterprises 
may be reconstructed. The only se- 
curity will be the stability. of the in- 
dustries after they have been put upon 
a sound business foundation. The only 
mortgages, it was said, will be ‘* mort- 
gages of honor’’ on the word of. the 
Jewish people. 

The work has already been inaugurat- 
ed through the organization of three 
commissions. Miss. H. Goldman} daughter 
of Dr. Julius Goldman of New York, is 
now on her way to Saloniki, and she 
will visit Serbia, Bulgaria, and Rumania 
as soon as possible to establisht a branch 
of the committee in each couftry. Dr. 
Solomon Lowenstein, Superintendent of 
the’ Hebrew .Orphan Asylum of New 
York, is on his way to this country, fol- 
lowing an inspection trip td Palestine 
on behalf of the committee... Dr. Boris 
D. Bogen, Secretary of the Field Bureau 
of the National.Conference ,of Jewish 


Charities, has applied for passports for 
Viadivostok, and will go there under 
the auspices of the committée. 

Realizing the immensity of the task of 
reconstruction and.the labor, funds, and 
scientific knowledge required, the Joint 
Distribution Committee has inaugurated 
a study of the huge problem, with a 
view to being prepared’ as rapidly as 
conditions allow to enter. upon a pro- 
gram of permanent rehabilitation, suited 
to the especial needs, environment, and 
circumstances of the Jews in different 
parts of the world. 

The commissions to, be sent from 
America will perform their labers and 
render American - assistance through 
representative Jews of the nations and 
localities to which they go, following out 
the present policy of the Joint Distribu- 
tion Committee in disbursing the more 
than $20,000,000 raised’ by American 
Jewry for war relief since 1914. 


Outline of Reconstruction Plan. 


It is planned to give reconstruction 
work the benefit of American system, 
energy, and resourcefulness, reinforced 
by American millions. The scope of the 


undertaking in .its broad outlines em- 
braces the following: 

1. Immediate and temporary assistance 
necessary to pave the way for permanent 
reconstruction, viz.:*the supplying of food, 
clothing, shelter and medical attention. 

2. Scientific study upon the ground of 
the various forms reconstruction shall 
take, according to the needs of the sev- 
eral populations. : 

3. Lnrployment of labor, through the 
planning and carrying out of projects by 
which workers may be most advantage- 
ously and economically made self-support- 
ing and the public welfare furthest ad- 
vanced. 

4. Repatriation of refugees and the re- 
establishment of the family and home. 

5. Supplying of raw materials needed’ for 
the industrial life of the community. 

6. Vocational and technical schools for 
the training of the young. 

7. Gemiluth Chasodim—the extension of 
free loans—loans without interest—to the 
deserving, for the purpose of engaging in 
useful business and occupations. 

8. Provision for the spiritual and mora? 
welfare, through assistance to the Rab- 
bis, Yeshivoth (Jewish Theological Uni- 
versity), . Talmud  Torahs (Religious 
Schools) and other religious and higher 
educational factors essential to the Jew- 
ish faith. 

9. The return to the United States of 
American citizens, exiled thraugh the war 
in enemy and neutral countries, reuniting 
them to their families. 

‘*Members of the Joint Distribution 
Committee, desiring to anticipate the 
tremendous need and the magnificent 
opportunity for service presen by the 
reconstruction problems of Jewry, have 
for many, months been considering the 
practical steps to be taken, once it 
should be possible to enter upon the 
task, the immensity of which staggers 
the imagination,’’, said Mr. Warburg in 
the ores ype Soo meenv ins the an- 
nouncement o ans by the Joint 
Distribution Committee. - 

‘To that end,’’ he continued, . “ nu- 
merous conferénces have been held, bud- 
gets for the beginning of the work are 
now in preparation, and tentative plans 
have been laid for the methods to be 
pursued and the policies to be followed. 


Loans Versus Contributions. 


‘“* America has learned through the 
Liberty Loan the value of loans and

The Joint 
Distribution Committee will seek to en- 
roll in the undertaking not only the 
thousands who have contributed in the 
past to the war relief funds, but in fact 
every Jewish man and woman and child 
in America.’’ 

The Joint Distribution Committee, un- 
der whose direction the work of rehabil- 
itation will be conducted, ig made up of 
the representatives of the American, 
Central, and People’s Jewish War Re- 
lief Committees, and early in the war 
the committee was responsible for the 
sending of a commission to Poland for 
the purpose of gathering reliable in- 
formation and statistics as to the situa- 
tion to be alleviated by American funds. 
It has since established and now main- 
tains a permanent branch of the com- 
mittee in Holland, which receives re- 
Ports directly from the occupied ter- 
ritories where the moneys for relief are 
disbursed on the recommendation of Dr. 
Albert Van Raalte, who has just re- 
turned to Holland from a seeond inspec- 
tion trip of the occupied territories. 

The nearly $21,000,000, collected for re- 
lief by the three constituent -committees 
and disbursed by the Joint Distribution 
Committee, represents a per capita con- 
tribution of nearly $7 from the 3,000, 
Jews in America, the largest per capita 
contribution that has been made to any 
single war relief by any people. This 
does not take into account the contri- 
bution of American Jews to the Red 
Cross and to other relief agencies. In 
its larger amounts the $20,000,000 so far 
collected has been disbursed as follows: 
Russia, «$7,500,000; Poland $6,000,000, 
and Palestine, $2,000,000.

DEBATE DEBAYS MONEY BILL 


House Hopes to Pass Deficiency 
Measure Today. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 17. — Partisan 
political discussion and criticism of the 
War Risk Insurance Bureau delayed 
action by the House today on the $6,- 
345,755,666 Military Deficiency bill. 
Leaders hope to pass the measure to- 
morrow and send it to the Senate, but 
Representative Sherley of Kentucky,.in 
charge of the bill, warned the House 
that ‘this would be impossible unless 
discussion were confined to ‘‘ what is 
in the bill.’’ 

Commendation and condemnation of 
the work of the War Risk Bureau 
were freely voiced during the two-hour 
discussion of appropriations of $7,000,000 
for clerk hire and $70,000,000 for ad- 
ditional family . allowances, both of 
which were approved. Representative 
Madden of Illinois, Republican, de- 
nounced the bureau as ‘* outrageously 
inefficient ’’ in administration, and said 
it was ‘‘ filled with idlers.’’” Repre- 
sentative Treadway of Massachusetts, 
Republican, defended the bureau for ac- 
complishing a great volume of work in 
a short time, while other members ex- 
changed information regarding the 
bureau’s work, seeking explanation of 
delays in checks going to. soldiers’ 
families. 

In the political- discussion which con- 
cluded general debate as the bill went 
to amendment under the five-minute 
rule Representatives Magee of New 
York and Campbell of Kansas, Repub- 
licans, advocating a Congressional com- 
mittee to supervise Government expen- 
ditures, appealed for election of a Re- 
publican Congress. Representative Hef- 
lin of Alabama, Democrat, in reply, re- 
ferring to election expenditures In sev- 
eral States, charged the Republicans 
with ‘‘ absolutely trying to buy the 
House and Senate.’’ 

Pay for the army, amounting to $696,- 
320,000, was the only important appro- 
priation considered today. It was 
passed without discussion. Several ap- 
propriations for civil departments also 
were approved, as were legislative sec- 
tions giving definite authority for the 
enlarged powers of the Shipping Board 
for extension of shipyard facilities. 

Should the House complete the bill to- 
morrow it could not come up in the 
Senate before Monday, the Senate ad- 
journing today until that time so the 
Finance Committee may work on the 
War Revenue bill without interruption. 
Majority Leader Martin announced that 
the Senate Appropriations Committee 
would begin consideration of the Mili- 
tary Efficiency bill tdmorrow. 

While the House was working‘on the 
deficiency bill new estimates of further 
need of money during the next nine 
months of the fiscal year were sent tO 
Congress. The army chemical warfare 
8 ce asked for $294,484,301 for training 
troops and providing materials, and the 
War Industries Board submitted an 
estimate for an additional $3,107,000.

‘‘ And she would not hesitate one mo- 
ment. to put frills on the statement if 
there were any facts to back it up. Some 
people have imagined that we were not 
inaking war on the German people, that 
we were just fighting that collection of 
scoundrels knéwn as the Imperial Ger- 
man Government. 

‘““Those of us who have thought so 
know better now. They know that the 
German people have been standing sol- 
idly behind their Government for the 
last four and a half years and have 
sanctioned all the misery, all the butch- 
ery, all the rapine and desolation that 
the German armies have brought upon 
Belgium and Flanders and France and 
so much of Russia as her tainted hands 
have touched. 

“That being the case, are we going to 
accept from Germany and her allies a 
negotiated peace? [Cries of ‘ Never! '’] 
Very well then, Germany must be made 
to pay in full for the crimes she has 
committed in the name of kultur and of 
Gott. After she has paid that debt and 
gives certain guarantee that she will be- 
have herself in the future she may be 
accepted into the ppg: 2 of the nations.’’ 

When Mr. Taft concluded his speech, 
the Four Minute Men sang ‘‘ The Battle 
lMiymn of the Republic,’’ in which the 
audience joined. Then their places on 
the stage were taken by ‘‘ Our Boys 
and Their Allies.’’ A quartet of buglers 
from a French warship marched upon 
the stage first and blew the blasts 
which started the march of the Allies 
down the main aisle of the hall to the 
stage. 

First came a detachment of Yankee 
soldiers, marching beside French ilus, 
both detachments marchin ehind 
crossed flags of France and the United 
States. The audience was on its feet 
immediately nad cheered as the men 
took their places on the stage. Then fol- 
lowed bluejackets from French and 
American warships and after them Italy 
and the United States, Great Britain 
and the United States, and, last of all, 
Belgium and the United States. 

When the national anthem of eacn 
country had been played and all the 
standafds saluted and massed, Mr. 
Tueach introduced Mr. Day and the lat- 
ter introduced William Farnum. Bids 
for $50 and $100 bonds were asked first 
and subscriptions came freely. The first 
war exhibit put up was the gas mask. 
The first bid was for $10,000, made by 
the soldier who took it from a Germau 
prisoner.

A French 
poilu explained that it had received 
eleven citations, the greatest number in 
the gift of the French Army, and that it 
had cost in killed, wounded, and missing 
something like 46,000 lives. Bids of 
$10,000 and $15,000 never caused even a 
ripple of excitement. Finally some one 
representing the Police Department of- 
fered $550,000. The cordon hung be- 
tween that ,amount and $800,000 until 
some one in one of the grand tier boxes 
called out ‘‘ A million dollars for the 
Crescent Athletic Club,’’ and the cordon 
weht to the bidder. ‘ 

The tattered American flag followed 
the cordon, and a voice in-the audience 
shouted: ‘‘ If the cordon of the French 
legion of Honor is worth $1,000.000, how 
mueh is Old Glory worth?’’ This senti- 
ment was wildly applauded, and the Po- 
lice Department again entered the lists 
with a ‘bid of. $500,000. The People’s 
Trust Co. of Brooklyn offered $1.000,000, 
and then raised its own bid, after the 
Police Department had seen and bet- 
tered it. Finally. the National Bank of 
Commerce bid $3,250,000, on condition 
that. Captain Libby should be allowed to 
keep: bis flag. The bid won.

Five-Cent Papers, Hammerstein 
Plan, While Banks Do the Rest. 


Oscar Hammerstein, impresario and 
builder of theatres, announced last night 
that he had evolved a plan to help bring 
in the money needed to complete the

Loan. He thinks his plan will provide 
xn opportunity for every man, woman, 
and child in the country to contribute 
pennies and nickels to the Government 
as a patriotic gift.

‘“‘The Treasury has neither the power 
nor the desire to prohibit the sales of 
Liberty bonds,’’ says the Secretary. 
‘“‘The Treasury has at,all times urged 
and will continue to urge -the people of 
the United States to subscribe for Lib- 
erty bonds to the utmost of their abil- 
ity and to continue to hold their bonds 
if they can do so. Both things are a 
patriotic duty as well as.a matter of 
intelligent self-interest.

Hit by New Order—Workers 
Urged to Engage in War Work. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 17.—The Priori- 
ties Division of the War Industries 
Board amde public today another long 
list of the less essential industries which 
must hereafter curiail their output in 
order to release material, labor, capital, 
and transportation facilities to expedite 
war work. An appeal also is made to 
the manufacturers affected to urge all 
workers woh can be spared to go into 
the war industries-and to co-operate 
with the United States Employment: 
Service in bringing this about. In that 
connection the appeal reads: 

‘* The labor situation is the most seri- 
ous problem that now confronts our na- 
tion. Within the next few months our 
military forces will be enlarged by at 
least 2,000,000 men, and the majority of 
these recruits must come from our in- 
dustries. To prevent a substantial slow- 
ing up, if not complete collapse, of the 
industrial war program, it will be nec- 
essary that all labor not now so en- 
gaged be shifted as rapidly as possible 
from industries or activities which are 
not*of exceptional war or industrial im- 
portance. 

“Do not hesitate to encourage any of 
your employes who are not absolutely 
needed by you, or who leave you for any 
reason other than to enter military ser- 
vice, to enroll themselves with the em- 
ployment service and accept the employ- 
ment which it will offer, assuring them 
that such employment will enable them 
to render a maximum of service to the 
nation. In any event furnish the names 
of such employes to the Employment 
Service. 

“There are certain kinds of work 
which wome can do, and they are not 
only willing, but anxious to serve. It is 
nothing less than the personal patriotic 
duty of each employer who can possibly 
substitute /women workers for men, to 
do so, and thus release men for work in 
those war industries which need men 
and cannot use women.

The use of vaccine as an effective 
treatment in» Spanish influenza cases 
was recommended last night by Major 
Dudley Roberts of the Army Medical 
Corps, Medical Director ef General 
Base Hospital No.1, in the Bronx, in 
addressing a meeting of the New York 
Academy of Medicine, 17 West Forty- 
third Street. Major Roberts’s espousal 
ef the treatment resulted from tests 
made-in the base hospital which have 
proved very successful to date. 

Charts presented by him showed that 
in a.test made in 136 cases the mor- 
tality among the uninoculated - patients 
had been 35 per cent., while the deaths 
among those had been Ag ag with the 
vaccine had been only 8 per cent. In 


another test made with 815 participating ' 


the mortality among those not treated 
with vaccine had been 28 per cent., but 
among the inoculated cases only 2.6 
per cent. had died. 

While he said he was naturally re- 
luctant in venturing a bold statement 
while the et renee was still in an ex- 
perimental stage, Major Roberts pointed 
out that the results achieved so far 
justified belief in the efficacy of the 
vaccine.

If you feel sick all over, with chillf- 
ness or aching of the bones, and with 
feverishness and head poy hao 
with a cold in the head or oat, you 
are probably getting influenza. 

Go to bed and, until you get a doc- 
tor, do these things: 

Take castor oil or a dose ig salts to 
move the bowels. , 

Keep regecoe diy but net too well 
covered, keep fresh air ip the 
room, best by opening a window at the 
top. 

Take only ahaa, plain food, stich as 
milk, soups, gruels, or porridge, or 
any ‘other cereals. Eat br 
ter and any kind of iroth or mashed 
potatoes. ges may be eaten, but not’ 
more than two a day. Do not take 
any meat or any wine, beer, or whis- 
ky, or other spirits unless you are 
ordered to by the doctor. 

Do not get up unless absolutely nec- 
essary and then do not walk about 
and expose yourself to cold and do 
not go about in bare feet. In this way 

ou will avoid getting pneumonia or 

ronchitis. 

Do not take any medicine unless or- 
dered ‘by a doctor. 

Do not cou or sneéze In the face. 
of other people 

You should drink plenty of plain 
water all through the sickness. 

Stay in bed until you have no fever 
and are feeling much better. Stay in 
the house two or three days longer. 

If you are not much better, or prac- 
tically well in two or three Mos » call 
a doctor, if you have not al: y done 
so, or ask the nearest hospital for 
help, or call the nearest nursing centre 
or notify the nearest Board of Health 
clinic.

day before. Pneumonia cases decreased 
from 1,895 to 1,800, and deaths were 684, 
a dcrease from yesterday's total. 
‘In discussing. the improved .conditions, 
Secretary. of War Baker said no time 
had been decided upon for beginning the 
induction of registrants into the camps. 
The military authorities now have the 
matter under consideration; he said, but 
they probably will fix no date until the 
epidemic has further subsided. 

Reports on the influenza situation were 
received by the Public Health Service 
today from thirty-three Statés. Most 
of these dealt with conditions as they 
existed sevéral days ago and added little 
to.news dispatches previously sent out 


from the States affected. They showed 
that ‘the disease nad reached epidemic 
roportions in Nebraska and was spread- 
ae in California, New York, Missouri, 
Kentucky, Iowa, ‘Tilinofs, North Dakota, 
peel Washington, and Wisconsin. Con- 
itions were described as satisfactory 
in Oregon, Minnesota, West Virginia, 
and Tennessee.
